Upon reconsideration and in view of applicants' remarks, the Examiner agrees 
that Daly et al. fail to adequately teach or suggest the requirement that (i) and (ii) be 
melt blended, followed by drying blending with (b). Upon further search she has opted 
to rejoin claims 11 to 13, which had been drawn to a non-elected species, as a review of 
the prior art fails to teach or suggest these species as well. In addition, since the 
limitations of claims 28 to 31 are consistent with the limitations in claim 1, these claims 
have been rejoined with the claims currently under examination. 

The rejection of claims 32 to 37, however, is maintained. That is, applicants 
have not established that the final cured product is inherently different from that found in 
Daly et al. The claims are in product by process format and while the process will result 
in a different product for claim 1 , there is nothing to indicate that the cured product is 
different. For instance note that Daly shows various composition meeting the gloss 
requirement of claims 32 and 33.
